No sec- 
tion of the country escaped. 
A cold blast from the Canadian 
Northwest sent temperatures tum- 
bling to near and below zero In 
: many sections of the mid-west, 
and was blamed for at least five 
deaths due to exposure. Four of 
them were in Chicago where the 
mercury sank to 7 above. Eleveth, 
Minn., had 42 below, and Rhine- 
lander, Wls., 31 under the zero 
mark. 
Snow covered Iowa, and 
most of Illinois, the Dakotas, Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin, as well as parts 
Of Indiana, Michigan and Missouri. 
One exposure death occurred in 
Iowa. 
Among the dead were a blind 
•woman and her infant daughter, 
fatally burned during a Christmas 
celebration In their home at Battle 
Creek, Mich. In Cleveland a man 


led in a fall while trying to 
a Christmas tree from a 


hd story window. 
Two spinster sisters were found 
apparently starved to death in 
Rochester, N. Y., Christmas Eve. 
At least 85 of the motor car 
8eaths occurred In the mid-west.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26. 


W^-Secretary Ickes, the oil 
administrator, 
said 
today 


that the proposed comprom- 
ise agreements on pooling 
and marketing would have 
to afford the fullest protec- 
tion to the independents or 
would not approve them. 
The secretary told reporters that 
the agreements, signed by 24 com- 
panies 
were 
being 
"carefully 


studied." 
He indicated that both would be 
wholly approved with reservations 
or disapproved, rather than approv- 
ing one and disapproving the other. 
"I am studying them very care- 


fully, for there is a tremendous is- 
sue involved and I want to be 
sure I am right in the decision," 
Ickes said. 
Asked by newspapermen 
what 
he considered the "tremendous is- 
sue," Ickes replied: 
"The issue is simply this. 
If 
the agreements are to give all of 
the independents as well as the 
non-independents a run for their 
money, that is one thing; if they 
do not, that is another. I am in- 
terested only in seeing that there 
is going to be a square deal for 
all."The secretary said he had re- 
ceived many objections to the mar- 
keting agreement, most of them 
based on the contention it would 
"give the big concerns control of 
the industry."

SIMPLE METHOD OF 
FIGURING OUT TAX 
ON HOG MEAT SOLD 


COLLEGE STATION, Dec. 26.— 


(Spl.)—A simple method for figur- 
ing out how much processing tax 
you have to pay for the meat you 
sell out of hlgs you butcher for 
your own home use is described 
by E. M. Regcnbreqht, extension 
swine specialist at Texas A. and 
M. Collage. Suppose you sell two 
20-pound hams. The tax Is $1 per 
100 pounds, live weight. Multiply 
$1 by the conversion factor 206 
per cent and then multiply by the 
weight of the hame sold, in this 
case 40 pounds. The result is 82 
cents which is payable to the V. 
S. collector of Internal revenue ac- 
companied by forms which are ob- 
tainable from the county agent.
